Most  failures  with  Roses  are  due  to  shallow 
planting.  Dig  a planting  hole  deep  enough  for  the  roots  to  be  set  in  a natural 
position.  Reep  soil  moist  until  new  growth  appears.  Thereafter,  add  water  in 
dry  seasons.
